1 . ON BASIS REFTEL MISSION HAD SENT LETTER ON JULY 13 TO 
IAEA DDG ZHELUDEV INVITING AGENCY'S TECHNICAL REVIEW 
COMMITEE ON GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATION TO HOLD ITS 8TH 

MEETING IN WASHINGTON FROM OCTOBER 24-28, WITH NRC SERVING 
AS HOST. MISSION HAS RECEIVED LETTER FROM ZHELUDEV DATED 
JULY 28 ACCEPTING U.S. INVIATATION, AND ASKING TO RECEIVE IN 
WRITING BY AUGUST 8 USG AGREEMENT TO FOLLOWOING STANDARD 
HOST GOVERNMENT UNDERTAKINGS: 

QUOTE. . THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA SHALL 
ACCORD TO THE AGENCY ITS PROPERTY, FUNDS AND ASSETS, TO 
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OFFICIALS OF THE AGENCY AND TO PARTICIPANTS OFFICIALLY 
DESIGNATED TO ATTEND THE MEETING IN THEIR OFFICIAL 
CAPACITIES, INCLUDING MEMBERS OF THE IMMEDIATE 
FAMILIES OF SUCH PERSONS THE PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES 
PROVIDED BY APPLICABLE U.S. LAW, INCLUDING THE 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS IMMUNITEIS ACT, THE 
IMMIGARTION AND NATIONALITY ACT, AND THE INTERNAL 
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REVENUE CODE. 

B. THE GOVERNMENT SHALL ACCORD TO THE PERSONS 
MENTIONED ABOVE EVERY FACILITY NECESSARY FOR THE 
PERFORMANCE OF THEIR FUNCTIONS IN RELATION TO THE 
MEETING, INCLUDING THE RIGHT TO ENTER, REMAIN IN AND 
LEAVE THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. THE GOVERNMENT 
SHALL ISSUE ANY NECESSARY VISAS AS EXPEDITIOUSLY AS 
POSSIBLE AND, WHERE THE LEGISLATION OF THE UNITED STTES 
PERMITS, FREE OF CHARGE. 

C. THE GOVERNMENT SHALL FACILITATE CUSTOMS 
FORMALITIES FOR THOSE PERSONS ON ENTERING AND LEAVING 
THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

D. THE GOVERNMENT SHALL EXERCISE ALL REASONABLE 
CARE TO ENSURE SECURITY ON THE PREMISES IN WHICH THE 
MEETING TAKES PLACE AND TO ENSURE THE SAFETY OF 
PARTICIPANTS AND OF THE OFFICIALS OF THE AGENCY WHILE ON 
THE SAID PREMISES. THE GOVERNMENT SHALL TAKE WHATEVER 
STEPS MAY BE REASONABLE REQUESTED IN THE CIRCUMSTANCES 
TO ENSURE SUCH SAFETY AND SUCH SECURITY, INCLUDING 
SUCH SUPERVISION OF TH PREMISES AS MAY BE WARRANTED. 

E. THE GOVERNMENT SHALL MAKE AVAILABLE TO THE 
AGENCY, WITHOUT CHARGE, AND FOR THE ENTRIRE DURATION OF 
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THE MEETING PREMISES AND FACILITIES ADEQUATE AND 
APPROPRIATE FOR THE MEETING. THESE SHALL INCLUDE: 

(1) PREMISES CONSISTING OF A MEETING ROOM 
(ACCOMMODIATON FOR 16 PERSONS) ANDHAN OFFICE TO BE USED 
BY THE CHAAIRMAN AND SCIENTIFIC SECRETARY. 

2() EQUIPMENT CONSISTING OF TWO MICROPHONES 
ON THE CHAIRMSN'S TAVLE; ONE MICROPHONE FOR EACH PANEL 
MEMBER AT THE MEETING; TWO TYPEWRITERS WITH ENGLISH 
KEYBOARDS; ONE PHOTOCOPYING MACHINE (RJAPIC AND EASY TO 
OPERATE); ONE LARGE STAPLER; AND ONE BLACKBOARD. 

(3) PERSONNEL CONSISTING OF ONE CONFERENCE 
CLERK (FULL-TIME) AND ONE TYPIST TO BE AVAILABLE. 

(4) SERVICES AND FACILITIES CONSISTING OF 

COFFEE BAR, RESTAURANT, MEDICAL AND FIRST-AID. END QUOTE. 


2. THE JULY 28 LETTER STATED THAT THE AGENCY SHALL 
INFORM THE USG PROMPLLY OF ALL PERSONS OFFICIALLY 
DESIGNATED TO ATTEND THE MEETING AS THEIR NAMES BECOME 
AVAILABLE, AND THAT IT SHALL INFORM SUCH PERSONS TO APPLY 
FOR VISAS, IF REQUIRED, NOT LATER THAN THREE WEEKS BEFORE 
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THE OPENING DATE OF THE MEETING. 

3. THE JULY 28 LETTER STTED ALSO THAT ALL THE 
ORGANIZATIONAL DETAILS CONCERNING THE ARRANGMENTS FOR 
THIS MEETING WILL BE DEALT WITH BY CORRESPONDENCE 
BETWEEN MR. RONALD HAUBER AND MR. KENNETH PEDERSEN OF 
THE UNITED STTES NUCLEAR REGULATORY COMMISSION.

SECRETARY FOR GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATON OF THE IAEA
